me. I confeſs I am not ſo well acquainted with the Grave-Yard, as to underſtand the d ference of 
Places in ic, or whether ſome parts of it be more conſecratedthan others: Yet methinks, had he and 
his Informers, remembred their former Principles they ſhould not have quarrelled with me for that. 
However, the Place for the Grave wasnot of my appointing : for, being prevented from being at 
the Burial, by a Meſſage mz Father received in his Sickneſs, that my Siſter lay then ſick in.Londony 
near unto death, after I had waited upon my Father until he had finiſhed his life, and given dire&ion, 
for his Interment, I haſted up to my Siſcer at Lo:d»1, as thinking | might be more ſerviceableto 
the Living, than to the Dead, and knew not in what part of the Ground the Grave was made, till 
at my return from Londen, I went thither to diſcharge the Charge of his Sickneſs and Funeral, This 
ſome of theſe men knew lng ſince, which (had they been men of common Ingenuity ) might have 
prevenred, 2s it may now Anſwer that other idle cavil about my not b:ing preſent when my Faihze 
was laid in the Ground. : | | 
To concludezas I neither need nor deſire favour, nor expeCt Juſtice from men ſo fi/led with Envy,
